and funeral of the sultan. 

The Constitutional gives the following details 
On the death of Mohound: 

“On his death bed, the Sultan burst into tears 

He wept his empire menaced in so many ways— 
his son, left so young, exposed to so many dangers. 
He called around him all the authorities of the em- 
pire the creations of liis own genius, — Musselmen 
in faith, the children of Christian Europe by edu- 
cation,) and recommended to them, in the most 
touching terms, his young heir. They all swore 
to pursue the noble task that he had undertaken, 
and to serve the son with the same zeal of which 
the father received so many proofs. The death of 
the Sultan has given a striking evidence of their 
devotion. In that court, where every ascent to 
the throne had been marked by sanguinary re- 
actions or domestic revolutions, a youth of less than 
seventeen has been allowed to assume the crown 
without it being stained by blood; and, for the first 
time in the seraglio, no princely heads have fallen 
in the path of the new emperor. It is stated that 
the young Sultan is very intelligent, and well edu- 
cated; that bespeaks equally well the Turkish, 
Greek, and French languages; and that hitherto he 
has given sign only of a good disposition; but he is 
very young, and it is only with time that his real 
character can be fully developed. 

“The sensation produced at Constantinople by 
the sudden aud unexpected announcement of the 
Sultan’s death was such as it would not be easy to 
describe; regret, consternation and fear ware alter- 
nately depicted in every countenance the latter 
more particularly among tho Rayahs, who antici- 
pated some dreadful revel or massacre. From the 
ixjsitive assurance, however, which the Govern- 
ment had, that the Sultan’s life could not be pro- 
longed beyond Monday, every measure had, of 
course, been taken; a large body of troops were or- 
dered in from the interior; the streets were patroll- 
ed in every direction; assemblages of any number 
of persons in the chaiea and other public places 
were forbidden; a report of the arrival of Hus- 
sien Pasha (the celebrated destroyer of the Janis- 
saries) to take direction of the police was circula- 
ted, and every necessary precaution was adopted; 
but everthing passed off with the greatest tranquil- 
ity, not withstanding the rumors still current of nu- 
merous arrests and strangulations having taken 
place. 

“By ten o’clock the body of the defunct Sove- 
reign had been removed to the Seraglio; by twelve 
his son and successor, Sultan Abdul Medjid, was 
proclaimed; and a Privy Councilor rather Regen- 
cy — consisting of Khesrefl", Halu and Raouf (Pas- 
has) — appointed, on nccountofhis minority; and at 
five o’clock in the afternoon, the funeral proces- 
sion moved from the Palace. The procession had 
not far to go to the place of interment, but a few 
months since selected by himself, when he littls 
thoug' t he would so soon occupy it. It was in the 
centre of the cily,close to the ancient Hippodrome, 
having been formerly the site of one of his sister’s 
palaces. The notice w as too short for even tho 
rubbish to be cleared away, and the body was sim- 
ply put into the ground and a tent pitched over it, 
till such time as a mausoleum suited to his rank 
can be created to replace it. 

Daniel M. Boone. — One of the two surviving 
sons, of “Daniel Boone, back woodsman of Ken- 
tucky,” as Lobd Bvro.\ called the elder and well 
known pioneer, died on the 13th inst. near West 
Port, Missouri. The disease which carried him 
ofl’ suddenly, was cholera morbu.<c. He was ill 
only one day and night. He was 75 years of age. 
The life of this gentlemen, whose taste was simi- 
lar to that of his father, has been eventful: and he 
was one of those who encountered the hazards of 
frontier scttleinents, at an e.irly pericxl.

Al- 
though they are still agilaiin^ various parts olj 
the North ol England, it is believed that linle 
mischief will be done. Tliose men who were 
seiileiiccd lo death, have been reprieved, and will 
be transported . 1 he charnsts in ni.iiiy place.s 

are adopting a new and singular method of an- 
noyance. They assemble at some public place 
and proceed m a body to Iho parish church, ex- 
cluding thereby all pew holders, ifcc. I'^rcquent- 
ly they send lo the clergyman a texi, and if hel 
preaches fiom|ii, they appear to be satisfied with 
fits efforts. 

Generally, the clorgyinan proceeds with his 
subject in a manner not very graiifyiiig lo the 
Chartists, and this leads to tumuli. At ShenieldJ 
seventy two persons were arrested; but onlv Iwoj 
had been cummitied fur trial. On the 18lh of| 
August they filled the old parish church in that 
ttivvii, and alse crowded the church yaid. Toey 
had proclaimed their ir.tenlion of attending the 
same place on Sunday the 25iii, and had sent a' 
request, to the cleigym.tn lo preach from 5ili, 
Janies, first six versos — “Go lo, now, ye rich 
ineo,” iStc. 

One of the chief leaders of the Chartists was 
the Rev. Mr. Stephens, a disseiiting miiiistcr. — 
He was recently tried at Chester, found guilty, 
and seiileiiced to uighieeii mouth*- iniprisunment. 
He conducted Ins defence, and made a powerful 
appeal lo the jury. 

THE BANK OF IRELAND. 

Mr. O’C'oiinell has obtained a triumph over 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer, by having 
driven the latter from his purpose of renewing 
the charier of the Bank of Ireland. It is post- 
(loned until the next session. Meaniiino a bill 
will pass allowing the bank a temporary contin- 
uance. It appears to have been the wish of Mr. 
Spring Rice to have the charters of the banks of 
England nod Iroluiid to expire at the same time — 
so that all fiiltire applications should be at the 
•line session. 

AFFAIRS OF THE EAST. 

In the House of Commons on the 22d of Au- 
gust, the following important announcement was 
made by Lord Palmerston. 

Mr. Hume asked the noble lord the Secretary 
of Stale tor the foreign Department, whether the 
statement which hud recently appeared ia the 
public journals was true — namely, that the five 
powers had agreed on a basis for the settleineni 
of the affairs of the East. 

Lord Palmerston was glad that the Hon. mem- 
ber for Kilkenny bad asked him the question, be-

the machinery of this ship, and also to pursue 
his investigations in the United Stales. He spent 
much time in looking at the engine on hia pas« 
sage, and we believe we are correct in saying 



that he was surprised at the working of the ma- 
chinery during the severe storm which the ship 
encountered.

In the Texas 'Felegrapli of the 21st ult. vve 
have the follovving postscript.' “M c stop the press 
. to announce the arrival of some very impor>anl in- 
' telligence just received from Col. Karnes, who 
lias come in from Bexar Several letters had been 
received by some of ths citizens, of San .*\ntonio, 
and one also, by Gol Karnes liiinsclf, from various 
consjiicuoiis individuals, containing the inforiiia- 
tion lhat Taniaulipas, Coahiiila, Nuevo I.eoii have 
DECLARED 'THEIR INDEPENDENCE OF 
MEXICO! and that agents from those States, 
'among whom is the governor of one of the disaf- 
'fccted Slates, are on their way to this country for 
the purjiose of trying to jirocure our co-operation 
in their undertaking. We have had no time for 
comment, but hope to be able, in our next, to give 
both the particulars and confirmation of this intel- 
ligence.” 

In Ihe preceding number of the same paper, 
the editor states that he had received a letter from 
San Antonio, (in the western part of 'Texas ) in- 
forming him that the Governor of one of 'he 
States above named, Coahuila, was in that eily, for 
the purpose of soliciting the alliance of 'Texas 
with the Northern States of Mexico. 'That the 
wish of those Stales was to separate from the rest 
of the Mexiean Slates, and that if Texas refuse 
to come into the measure, they have deterniiiiod 
to declare their independence themselves. 

Should this anticipated revolution succeed, wo 
are at a loss vvhetlier most lo commiserate a hap- 
less and dismetnbeted union, or to rejoice at the 
rapid extension and advancement of the .Anglo- 
Ainerii an race. Coahuila -is adjoining to 'Texas, 
and before the revolution was connected with that 
repuulic in forming one of the States of the Mex- 
ican confederacy. Tamaulipa»is situated on the 
western side of the Rio Grande del -Norte, the wes- 
tern boundary of 'Texas. The other di-salTocted 
Statis, Niieva Leon, Chihuahua, New Mexico, 
Durango and the Californias compose the northern 
part of Mexico, and extend to the shores of the 
Pacific Ocean. Such a measure has for along 
time been contemplated by many of the citizens 
of 'Texas, and her western neighbors. 'The doiiht- 
ful policy, however, of connecting herself with a 
Mexican population, that can outnumber her at 
the ixills. has prevented 'Texas from not only ac- 
ceding to such a proposition as is now made, but 
also from making it herself. 'Texas is too vviie to 
become the subject of a p'art of Mexico, after hav- 
ing, so lately, made herself independent of the 
entire nation. But should 'Texas at this tune re- 
fuse the profi'ered alliance, the period is not far 
distant when Brother Jonathan will be driving his 
s|)cculations on tlie Gulf of California. 

LIABILITIES OF STAGE OWNERS. 

At the late term of the Supreme Couri of the 
United States, a case was decided of great public 
interest, and with the permission of iMr. Peters, 
the Reporter, we publish the points decided, and 
which must hereafter rule the conduct of the pro- 
prietors of stage coaches. 

I William B. Stokes, Plaintilf in Error, 

I M. 

I Francis W. Saltonstall. 

I In September, 1837, the Defendant in Error, 
Mr. Saltonstall, instituted an action in the Circuit 
Court of Maryland, for the recovery of damages 
i against the defendant, the owner of a line ol 
stages for carrying passengers from Baltimore lo 
Wlieeiing. On the (itii of December, 183(>. Mr. 
Saltonstall and his wife were passengers in the 
stage, and by the carelessness, iiiiskiifulness and 
default of the driver, the stage was upset, and 
Mrs. Saltonstall most severely injured. 'The jury 
found a verdict for the plaiiitifT for seren thousand 
dollars, and exceptions liaving been taken to the 



throws upon the defendant the burden of proving 
that the accident was not occasioned by the dri- 
ver’s fault. 

2. It being admitted that llie carriage was upset 
and the plaiiititl’s wife injured, it was incumbent 
on the defendant to prove that the driver was a 
person of conqicteiit skill, of good habits, and in 
every respect qualified and suitably prepared for 
i the business in which he was engaged; and lhat he 
jucted on this occasion with rcasmiable skill, and 
'[with the utmost prudence tind caution; and if the, 

* 'disaster in question was occasioned by Ihe least 
i negligence, or want of skill, or prudence on his 
! part, then the defendant is liable in this action. 

■j 3. If tiiere uas no want of pioper skill, or care, 
'jOr caution on the part of the driver, and the stage 
xvas upset by the act of tlie jilaiiUifi' or his wife, in 
I rashly or iinirrope'rly springing from it, tlicn the de 
fendant.is not Irabie to lliis action; but if the waul 
of proper skill or care of tiie driver placed tlie 
■passengers in a slate of peril, and they had at that 
’ time a reusonablo ground for supposing that the 
' stage would upset, or that the driver was incapable 
jof managing liis lioi'ses, the plaiiitilV is entitled to 
I recover; although the jury may believe, from tlie 
j position in which tlie stage was placed by the neg- 
I ligenceof the driver, the atteni])i of the plaintiff 
I 'or his wife to escape may have increased the peril, 
Poreven caused the stage to upset; and although 
! they may also find that the plaintiff and his wife 
'I would probably liave sustained little or no injury 
I if they had remained in the stage. 

!| 4. II the driver was a person of competent 

skill, and in every respect qualified and suitably 
prepared for the busiiies.s in which he was engaged, 
and tile uiC'deiit was occasioned by no fault, or 
want of skill or care on liis part, or that of the de-^ 
' |fendaiit or his agents, hut by physical disability,! 

arising from extreme and unusual cold, which reii-| 
I dereU him incapable for the time to do bis duly,! 
I then the owner of the stage is not liable in an ac- 
tion for damages for an injury to one of the pas-

At 12, slie cast her off; and when last 
seen, was s anding lo the east ward, ofl' shore. — 
iSume time, saw another wreck under jury-masts, 
standing for the land. Same day, at 2 P. M. spoke 
brig Solon, ol and from Baltimore, with loss of 
lurelopiiiasi, and ollierwise damaged. Passed a 
large brig, witli loss of nmintopsuil and foresail; 
saw seven otlier small vessels, witli loss ol spars, 
suds, etc .

' ! An Aptallinc Situation. — In Cooper’s Naval 
History we find the following iniercsiing descrip- 
tion of a scene on shipboard, wliicli illustrates, in 
a striking manner, the effect of discipline in a 
man-of-war: i 

“On the lOtli of April, the New Y'ork, John 
Adams, and Enterprise sailed, lo touch at Malta, 
on their way to llie enemy’s port. While making 
tins passage, just as tlie music bad been beating to 
grog, a heavy explosion was beard near the cock- 
pit of the llagsliip, and the lower part of the ves- 
sel was iinmedi ‘tely filled witli smoke It was 
an appalling inomeni, for every man on board was 
aware that a quantity of powder, not far from the 
magazine, must have exploded, that fire was ne- 
cessarily scattered in the passages, that the ship 
was in Haines, and that, in all liumaii probability, 
the magazine was in danger. 

1 “Captain • haiincey was passing the drummer 
when the explosion occurred, and lie ordered him 
to beat to quarters. 'The alarm had not been giv- 
en a minute, w lien the men were going steadily to 
tiieir guns, and utlier stations, under a standing re- 
gulation, wliicb directed this measure in the event 
of a cry of lire, as the most certain means of giv- 
ing the officers entire roimnand of the ship, and of 
preventing confusion. 'The intluencc of disci- 
(iliiic was well e.xliib.ted on this trying occa. ion; 
for, while there is nolliiiig so fearful to the sea- 
men us the alarm of fire, the people went to their 
quarters, as regularly as in the moments of confi- 
dence. 'The sea being Mnootli, and the weather^ 
moderate, the Coiiinir.dore liiinscll' now issued an ! 
order to hoist out the boal.s. 'The command, which 
had been given under the iiillucnco of the best 
feelings of the human heart, was most unfortu- 
nately timed. 'The people had no sooner left the 
guns lo execute it than the jibbooiii, bowsprit, 
sailyard, kiiighthcail?, aiul every spot foi'ward wus 
lined with men, under the idea of getting as far as 
possible from the magiizine. Some even leaped 
overboard and swam for the nearest vessel.

During the fire, two explosions of gun-powder 
occurred, which, to some exieni, prevented those 
present from lakiiig such measures as they other- 
wise might have taken, lo stop the progress of 
the fire, or <o rc.novc properly 

Calam toiis as this fire has been, the chief 
cause of regret is the loss of a number of val- 
uable lives. Mr. B. L. Turnbull, well known as 
bookseller in Ibis city; Mr. Hay den, a clerk at 



Willing &, Co’s, a stranger named Brewer, and 
it is supposed one or two oiher.s perished in the 
Haines!
